SESSION 
LAWS 


We  are  estimating  that  the  1979  Laws  of  Montana 
(Session  Laws)  will  contain  about  2,400  pages. 
At  this  time  only  1,660  pages  have  gone  to  the 
printer.   Hopefully,  Session  Laws  will  be  distrib- 
uted some  time  in  July.   The  cost  to  the  public 
is  not  yet  known.

Geoffrey  Brazier  who  has  resigned  effective 
June  30. 


COURT 
APPEALS 


The  Consumer  Counsel  will  hire  witnesses  to  defend 
a  court  appeal  brought  by  Mountain  Bell  from  a 
recent  Public  Service  Commission  decision  and  was 
authorized  to  appeal  an  anticipated  decision  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  permitting  Montana- 
Dakota  Utilities  Co.  to  implement  a  deferred  gas 
cost  accounting  plan  which  the  Consumer  Counsel 
contends  would  cause  rates  to  increase  without  a 
hearing  or  permission  from  the  Public  Service 
Commission.
